PUGET SOUND MAIL SERVICE. 


Mr. Nathan moved that a sufficient sam be 
placed on the Estimates tor the purpose of 
securing a bi-weekly mail service between 
this city and ports on Puget Sound. It 
euch a service were secured we should likely 
derive many advantages theretrom it would 
lend assistance to emigration, The present 
San Francisco muil service was totaliy uo- 
satisfactory ; nearly all the mails cxme by 
Puget Sound. He asked fog the subsids, 
also, because captains of vessels seeking 


_eargoes were enabled to visit this port to ns- 


certain what were the facilities for obtaining 
supplies and cargoes. Another advantage 
wag that it would tend to keep up opposition, 
reduce the price of fures, and in the spring 
add ts our population. It required only a 
small amount, and weald last only a few 
‘months, in anticipation of Confederation with 
the Dominion Government, and he hoped 
every member of this Council would support 
him in the motion. 

Mr. DeCosmos seconding saida great many 
fesb'ntions were sent up to His Excelle: ¢: ,bav- 
ing in view certain objects—under the circum- 
@tances—to do the best that can be 
dbne with them, and he (Mr. DeCosmos) had 
mueh pleasure in supporting the prevent mo- 
tion om similar grounds. He held that the 
Exod was more conipetett to deal with 
@uch matters, baving generally more infor- 

tation in respect of sach questions. 

Mr. Humphreys supported the motion. It 
was perfectly natural and proper to place the 
matter before the Executive. Tbe object of 
the motion would tend to benefit the Culony, 
and every auch like matter should be sent to 
His Excellency. 

Mr. Bunster briefly referred to Puget Sound 
Steamboat opposition. He hoped ‘uo bon.

este, not only of British Columbin, but of the 
Dominign. : 

Mr. DeCosmos seconded it. 

Mr. Humphreys coincided with the last 
speaker. He would support the motion, if 
sent through the Governor of this Colony. 

Mr. Neison objected, if it were intend-d as 
a special benefit to Victoria ; but if it had in 
view the general laterests of, thé Colony, be 
would support it. 

Mr. Nathan replied to Mr. Nelson and was 
about to amend his resolution to suit the 
suggestions offered, but withdrew it.

| ROAD TOLLS ON FLOUR. 


Mr. Humphreys moved, Mr. Cornwall se- 
eouding: 

‘*Thatall Flour made from Wheat grown 
in the Colony be exempted trom Road Tolls.’’ 

It was the third session this matter had 
been brought up in the Council» He had 

| reason to believe it was seriously considered 
by His a ty 2 but for what reason it bad 
wot become law, he did not know. He be- 
tieved that the matter should long ago have 
heen attended to, At a public meeting, lately 
held at Lillooet, resolutions were passed in 
relation to the question, of a conservative 
aad sensible character. It was generally said 
that in consequence of the opposition of the 
boa. the Chief Commissioner, the Koad Tolls 
had not been taken off. It placed the farmers 
to the south of the toil gate at the mercy of | 
one man, and of course they had cause to 
complain, The thing was most iniquitous, 
there was not such atux on the face of the 
earth, and he challenged aay British Colony 
to show sucha tax. The farmers ofthe dis- 
trict would pass resolutions to warn settlers 
from coming to the Colony, and they would 
leave themselves, if the tax were pot tuken off. 
Ife bad expatiuted* already on the subject 
during a former Council. He could hardly 
|speak calmly on the questions. he hoped 
aod trasted it would become law, 

Mr. Cornwall had much pleasure in second- 
ing the resolution. Duriog tbe present state 
of affairs, the road tolls are an anomaly. ‘ihe 

fect that it acts upon certain districts and: ot 
upoo others, isa sufficient reason why the 
iax shoud be abolished; it was obviously 
unfair. It was one which calls for alteration 
at the hands of the Coancit. 

Dr. Carrall alluded to the question as be- 
ore the Houre jast year. While it was true 
‘hat flour is made avove the toll gate, n-arly 
all the wheat o! which the flour is manutac- 
tured came from below the toll gate. He was 

| in favor of abovisbing ail toil gates as wu solu- 
tion of the difficulty, 

Mr. Neisun looked on the tax as inconsist- 

jent; it was saying to the farmers, we want 

is ou 10 grow Wueat, but we wout allow you 
to make flogr. 

Hon. Mr. Trutch was not agaia- going over 
| the arguimeuts of turee preceding sessions. |

o Mr. Humphreys’ remarks, replied, wheiier | 
| isia Views were thought obj: ctiopable or not, | 
he never hesitsted conscientiously to give 
tiem. The Executive could nut come to the! 

onclusion the se thers arrived at; and it 
Wus DOLA tux as stated. The Colovy baving 
been compelled to burrow the moaey for the 
construction of rads, at an aunual expense 
for interest, sinking fund, &., df $220,000— 
and for maintaining them—is it & Lardship to 
call upoo the settlers in the district to assist 
in repairing the roads? He knew tolis were 
objectionabl. in every place—they exist fur 
the purpose pointed out. te would like to 
ree the roads free throughout the Colony, 
and be boped that after Confederation, that 
result would be attained. He argued that 
every pound of fluur that passed over the road 
did as much injury to the rond as every 
pound of sugar, and should be made to pay 
justas much. He did not see why. flour 
shonid be exempt, if wheat were; because 
‘wheut is free, it does not follow that ‘flour 
should be; but he would not oppose the reso- 
1 :tion going forward to the Governor. It was 
strauge that the odium should rést upon bim. 
if it be, let it be, but he would point out that 
the object could only be attainedby an Act of 
the Legisiature. He suggested that the mo- 
tion be modified so. The hen. gentleman said 
that nothing bad been advanced to alter his 
opinions on the road tolls subject. Whenever 
asked by the “xecutive for an opinion, they 
were given on much the same terms as they 
were given here, to-day 

Mr. Skinuer said the farmers on the Thomp 
son, and ovher districts, suffered equally with 
the Cliuton-Lillooet district farwers. He 
would support the resolution. 

Mr. Buuster—a flour manufacturer, sup- 
ported the resolution. y 


Hon. Dr, helmcken would not oppose the 
resolution. He presumed it had already 
passed. He believed that flour should be 
taxed, for the simple reason of keeping up 

j the rouds, as stated. Few districts outside 
| of Vancouver Island have’ done anything to- 
wards supporting the roads. There is a time 
coming, Wheu the questiva will be of more 
importance, If, in tuture, when supplying 
the mines, this cent-a pound woul be against 
ive farmers on the road to the suines, it was i 
that case, objectionable. Tuis country must | 
depend upon itself, there is very little outside 
help to depend upon. An alieration during 
the present session he did not think could be 
had. . The estimates bud been passed, and the 
rond tolls were tuken into account and incla- 
ded. A large amount was asked to construct 
a trail to the pew mines; it is not merely. te- 
cessary to ask for mouey for such purposes, | 
but it is also necessary to find means to carry 
votes into effect. In regard to the toil on 
flour being objectionable as a bar in compe- 
ting with the productions of California and 
Uregon in supp.ying the Omineca mines by 
the Skeena route, he would certainly sup- 
port the resolution, in order to reconsider the 

question. 

Mr. VeCosmos woald not argue the ques- 
tion, ag the House was almost unanimous on 
it, but be would move an amendment 
that the following words be added to 
the motion: “and that a Bill be brought in to 
amend the law so as to ensure theexemptioaof 
flour mad+ trom wheat grown in the Uo.ony 
from Roud Toils.’’ 

Mr. Skisner seconded. 

Dr. Carrall spuke to tte amendment. 

Mr. Humpbreys replied to the remarks of 
the how. Chief Commissioner. He gaid the 
Chief Commiszioner did not appear. to under 
stand the subject. Mr. Humphreys also stated 
that at the period in which the tax was’ im 
posed, the mercbants of Victoria were ma- 
king aa enormous profit, but to compel farm- 
ets now, to pay a cent a lb on flour, was 
more than they can realize on their produce. 

Daring the remarks of Me. Humphreys, an 
attempt at applause was made in the gallery, 
when the bons Mr. Trutch said be should, if 
the noise were repeated, ask to have the 
tou-e cleared.

The Commitiee rose, and reported the Bill 
complete, and the third reading was fixed for 
\o-morrow, first on the orders of the day. 


Lane & KURTZ MINING BILL. 


Dr. Carrail moved ‘the second reading of 
the Lane and Kurtz Mining Bill. 

The House was about to resolve itself into 
Committee on the same, when the bon. Mr. 
Trutch wished toreply toa few remarks made 
by the mover when introduciog the Bill, He 
had beard nothing iu regard to an assurance, 
alleged to bave been given by His Excellency, 
in relation to an exemption. The Governor 
was under no pledge in the matter. The ques- 
tion came before the Council on. its own 
merits, and every member was at liberty to give 
bis owd opinion, and if the Bill pass, it will 
pass outside of any underiaking given by the 
Govervor. An objection was, that the Bill 
stands unlimited ag to time; it cannot, be 
limited in anticipation of the Union of the 
Colony with the Dominion—which as regards 
tolls, does and will remain in the hands of 
the local Legislnture. As to the merits of the 
application, notwithstanding the remarks of 
the mover, it is unfair to the existing foundry 
in this city, that a premium be given to 
foreign machinery. If the Bill should pass, 
it was an exceptional premium to the preju- 
dice of the existing manutactory in town. 
In the next place, the hon. gentlemaf Bald the 
Company had entered into a certain agree- 
meht. 

Hon. Dr. Carrall observed, such machbisery 
cou'd not be supplied ‘in this market; such 
works as were contemplated by this Compa- 
ny, were never inaugurated by a Company in 
the Colony before. The hon, mover spoke 
at length. 

The Bill was read a second time, and or- 
dered to be committed to-morrow. 

The House then adjourned till Tuesday (to- 
day) atl p. mv
